In Refusing to Make • Martyr of De Lea- 
aepa, nn<l iriileiM Something Is Done tuv 
Tbem a Herinua Rcvolntlon Is Threat- 
ened. 

LoiYDON, Dec. :j8.— Paris is talking more ot 
the shabbtness of the eubvention to the opei-a 
and the last new scandal than of political 
afdairs, but th^re is a premonition that the 
first quarti r of the new yeai will not h;i\ i' 
pasaed without tbe occurrence of internal 
disturbancoK that are Mkaly to precipitate a 
foreign war. 

The disiiosition to aimfhematize the i-hain- 
lier for its refusal to Uilster iiji the I'a.mitia 
canal and t<i make a martyr of I)e Lessejis 
hay greatly chnngiHl, The indigii'int sub- 
acrilHTs feel tbe nt-ed of a more tan^fiblc t'V 
jpet to (Kiiir otit their wrath u|i<in than an 
ever shifting lx»dy of men, and it will not lie 
long liefoi e the sanguine count will become 
the t<!'^i;ef for the vituperations, at using 
which hiii cfiuiitrymen are such adeptx. 

Unlesa some scheme is adopted to \mr- 
tlally recoup the Hbareholders there will Ih- 
such a revolution aa France has not aeen for 
a century, and it is difficult to aee bow kucIi a 
measure can be iiassed and existing laws nul- 
lified In tbe face of the determined oppoai- 
tien which will lie evoked by the nAra sug- 
gestions. There have always been avowed 
eDemiee to the canal In France, and so far 
as they have dared to do so they have ex- 
alted m its downfhll. The money so literally 
thrown away came of oonrse largely from 
tbe savlngi of the peaaaiftry, who have be- 
gim in no measured terms to demand ven- 
geance upon the robbers. 

One political result will bo tbe probable 
weakening of tbe attachment of tto inhabit 
ants of Ataace-Lorraine to France when tbe v 
thoroughly comprehend that their money 
has been abeorbed witbont there being a 
pnMpeot of any return. A large proportion 
of them poured their savings into a big liitcb. 
incited thereto by a feeling that they weiv 
doing a fine and patriotic thing in supporting 
a French project The Germans will doubt- 
less bo shrawd anou^ to Impreae upon the 
miada of their new rabjects tiiat such a 
gigantic swindle could never have occurred 
under their rule, and it is even MiggrHte<i 
that their claims to some remuneititiun by 
the French gorernment will be added tf> 
Oermany^ list of grievances against the re- 
pubUa 

Thm is not much proapect that tbe coull 
tion of the Radicals and Opportoniats against 
3oiilang r und hia supporters, will attoiu 
any great Ntrengtb. They would cheerfully 
draw and qumter the general and the Boim- 
partists and RoyalistH, when they alle^^e to 
be his associates, but tbe efforts at ih-i si-. h 
tion aeem to strengthen hiK popularity, nnd 
bis moet dangerous * enamiea are bis credit- 
ors.. 

Hissltaation in regard to them w.mld be 
perilous indeed were it not for ussisianee 
from several quarters, one of his aiders iK-inj; 
an infatuateil lady of position, uiid there is 
even H projeet of a suliscriptioll anion;; his 
admirers tiirougbout Fraiu-e to preser>"e tbe 
popular idol from an enforced seclusion. 

WORK PROGRESSING 

Oil tlie r^tiiaina ( uiihI \i>l l.il><-I,v tu lie 
Ulsmntlnued. 

Panama, I>ec. J .s, —The work on tbe canal 
continues, aiihou^b on some scctiona labor 
baa been reduce<l. Altogether some two 
thousand men have been discharged during 
tbe past two months owing to <Usputett l>e- 
tween the canal company and contractors. It 
is not expected that more workmen will be 
diapenaed with. Tbe highest authoritiea con- 
sider a total auspension of work as very ini 
probable. Such a suspension could only be 
oooasioned by tbe oonqdato taOnrs of the re- 
organisation scheme BOW oadsr oouBklera- 
tion in Paris. Tbsrs an aow about nbie 
thousand laborers aotiMllly aagaged on the 
works. There is no fsWdatlon for the 
port recently olwialstsd Os> 75 per cent of 
the msn aow la tba sa^y of the ooni- 
paay would ba diaeliargsd at the end of the 
y«uf.
